from his present tour of So-
viet technicums or trade
schools.

The college president, the
only West Coast representa-
tive selected by the request of
the State Department and the
sole public school educator in
the group, is presently on a
24-day East-West Cultural
Exchange tour of the Russian
Trade schools with five other
prominent college administra-
tors.

OTHER MEMBERS

Other members of the
group are Walter M, Har-
tung, dean of the New York
state Academy of Aeronau-
tics; Edmund J. Gleazer Jr,,
executive director of the Am-
erican Association of Junior
College; oseph P. Kozlowski,
professional assistant at the
National Science Foundation;
A. Ray Sims, dean of the Col-
lege of Technology at the Uni-
versity of Houston in Texas,
and Karl-O. Werwath, presi-
dent of the Milwaukee School
of Engineering.

All of the members of the
delegation, sponsored by the
American Association of Jun-
ior Colleges and finagced by
the National Science Founda-
tion, are identified with high-
er education and specifically
with the technical institute
program.

This program offers two-
year combination theory and
laboratory courses, closely
associated with industry, in
technical and engineering
subjects, and graduates are
called Engineering Techni-
cians.

EDUCATIONAL
President Wilber, a recog-
nized authority in the field of
vocational education, said in
an interview shortly before
he left that the team expected
to visit at 30 to 40 techni-
cums, in addition to manufac-
turing plants, correspondence
schools, on-the-job training
areas, and industries.

On May 31 the group plans
to leave Moscow for Copen-
hagen, Denmark, where they
will spend two days writing
a complete report on their
visit for the National Science
Foundation.
Shortly after his return to
Los Angeles, President Wil-
ber plans tp lecture and show
hig slides of Russia to inter-
ested community organiza-
tions in this area.
While President~Wilber is
in Russia, Dr. Dwight Adams,
dean of admissions and guid-
ance and a resident of the
Crenshaw area, will be acting
president.
Unfortunately, President
Wilber will not be on hand to
see the completion of an ex-
tensive building program cur-
rently being conducted at the
college. Two three-story struc-
tures, one to house the culin-
ary arts and arts depart-
ments, and the other to house
the building trade classes,
will be completed early in the
summer, and students will
move into the new classrooms
in September.

Flags in Our
H|s+orY Exhibited

A special exhibit commems-
orating Flag Day, June 14,
and Independence Day, July
